teeori decoration for the G. A. b. en­ 
campment, of which August Heim- 
heek is chairman, has practically com­ 
pleted its plans for beautifying the 
city for tha t occasion. 
The design 
followed out will be necessarily some­ 
what similar to that of former dis­ 
plays, but there will be features not 
before exhibited which will add very 
materially to the attractiveness of the 
city. 
in the first place the committee has 
been held down to a limit of T» o i in 
expenditures, 
which owing to the 
great amount of ground there is to be 
covered, leaves little enough oppor­ 
tunity for any tiling elaborate being 
undertaken. 
However, the commit­ 
tee did not 
ask 
for any 
sped tit d 
am ount, leaving the size of the fund 
with the finance committee with the 
assurance that whateverwas available 
for decorative purposes would be us< d 
to the best, advantage. 
Instead of the style of street arches 
tha t have been used in the city on 
several occasions it is proposed to use 
a great number of red. white and blue 
st reamers strung on small ropes. 
The 
streamers will be about one foot in 
width at the base and about one yard 
in length. 
They will be strung four 
or six inches apart. 
It is estimated 
that between 13,00b and 14,000 feet of 
t his decorat ing material will be needed 
and a contract to furnish some of it 
has already been let. 
’Fills 
will be 
strung across the streets at intervals 
and paralleling them on both sides. 
Particular attention will be paid to 
the main part of Second avenue and 
the parts of Sixteenth and Fifteenth 
streets and Third avenue connecting 
the court house, the Illinois theatre 
and the rink, all of which will he 
places of rendezvous. 
There will lie 
four arches built at as many street 
intersections and each set 
upon four 
pillars. 
T he approaches to the court house, 
theatre, rink and hall used as head­ 
quarters and meeting places and the 
interiors of the buildings will receive 
attention, the same general scheme 
being used as on the out-door ellects. 
< )ne pleasing feature of the decorations 
will be hand painted 
portraits of 
national heroes done under the direc­ 
tion of members of the committee.
